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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claim(s) 1-16, drawn to a method of analyzing a hydrocarbon zone comprising 
genotypic analysis for the presence of microorganisms. 

Group 2, claim(s) 17-24, drawn to oligonucleotide probes. 

Claim note: Use claims 

Please note that claims 17 and 18 are 'use 1 claims, and that upon amendment of 
the claims to create statutory subject matter additional restriction of the claims may be 
required. 

Further lack of unity requirement: 

If applicants Elect the invention of Group 1 , applicants shall further select a single 
specific combination of one or more probes selected from the group consisting of SEQ 
ID NO: 1 to SEQ ID NO: 19, as recited in claim 16 of Group 1. Claims reciting 
specific probes identified by a SEQ ID NO will only be examined in so far as they 
require the elected specific combination of probes. Claims requiring a non-elected 
combination will be withdrawn as to a non-elected invention. Claims that are generic 
with regard to required probes will be examined to their full generic extent. 

If applicants Elect the invention of Group 2, applicants shall further select: (i) a 
single specific probe from the group consisting of SEQ ID NO: 5 to SEQ ID NO: 19 
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(relevant to claim 20 and 24); and (ii) a single particular combination of at least one 
probe selected from the group consisting of SEQ ID NO: 5 to SEQ ID NO: 19 
(relevant to claims 21-24). Note that the selection of (ii) must contain the selection of (i). 
Claims reciting specific probes identified by a SEQ ID NO will only be examined in so 
far as they require the elected probe or specific combination of probes.

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 2 do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

3. The different groups to not share any common technical feature as the probes of 
Group 2 are neither recited in nor required for the method of independent claim 1 of 
Group 1 . As such there is no special technical feature linking the two groups. 

With regard to the Further lack of unity requirement, the different probes 
identified by different SEQ ID NOs are structurally distinct molecules as they are 
composed unique nucleotide sequences that are not common to one another. Thus the 
different probes and different combinations of probes and combinations of probes are 
unique.
